DISCUSSES INSANITY 


IN CRIMINAL CASES 


Speaker at Prison Congress Tetts of 


Importance of Mental Factor— 


Alcoholism a Cause. 


Indianapolis, Oct. 16.—In a paper 
on "The Mental Factor in' Crime," 
read before the American Prison As- 
sociation 
here 
today, 
Dr. 
Daniel 
Phelan of Kingston, Ontario, divided 
insane crrn'mals 
into two 
general 
classes; 
those who 
suffered 
from 
epilepsy and those who show some of 
the many forms o£ mental abnormal- 
ity. 
The insane criminal he defined 
as "a person who whilst insane com- 
mits a notoriously 
anti-social 
act, 


usually as the result of an irresist- 
ible impulse. 
Dr. Phelan is surgeon of the Domin- 
ion penitentiary at Kingston and sec- 
retary of the Physicians' Branch of 
the Prison Association. He said that 
of the numerous questions with which 
physicians have to deal the mental 
factor in relation to conduct is "one 
of the most difficult and at the same 
time one of the most important, as it 
not infrequently 
involves the ques- 
tion whether the individual is to be 
deprived of his rights, his privileges, 
his liberty or ev^n life itself." 
"There 
is 
a 
false impression 
abroad," 
he continued, "that 
the 
greater number of prisoners in penal 
institutions are insane." 
He pointed 
out 'the 
difficulty 
of 
determining 
where sanity ended and insanity be- 
gan and quoted authorities to the ef- 
fect that "a perfectly healthy mind 
with perfectly healthy, well-regulated 
passions has never been known- or 
heard of." 


Regarding.epilepsy, Dr. Phelan said 
that for centuries the effect of this 
disease upon the mind as well as up- 
on the body of man have contributed 
in no small- degree -towards an impor- 
tant subject in his life-history. Some 
of the greatest crimes in history, he 
said,-have been committed by epilep- 
tics. On the other hand the disease 
.nay be compatible with extraordinary 
mental power. 


Alcoholism a Factor. 
Dr. Phelan said 
that more than 
twenty-five per cent, of all insanity 
<s due to alcohol and fully two-thirds 
,of all crime is directly or indirctly 
due to the same cause. He estimated 
that fully twenty per cent of the in- 
sane inmates of penal institutions are 
mentally defective in some form 
or 
other. He recommended the registra- 
tion and segregation of epileptics, but 
asserted that they did not, like the 
'eeble-ininded and alcoholics, proper- 
ly belong to a prison or reformatory 
and should be fostered and protected. 
Crime, Dr. Phelau said, reaches its 
highest point 
between the ages of 
twenty and 
thirty, "because during 
these years man's physical develop- 
ment is rapidly moving toward com- 
pletion. 'It is during these years that 
the worst and most diffusive passions 
take almost 
complete possession of 
him, and his reason has not yet suffi- 
ciently developed 
by which he can 
iiope, unless by careful -guidance and 
the moral/and social education of a 
home, to sail safely on the unexplored 
seas-of life."

City Attorney Dougherty, when asked

"In 1911 the city of Racine voted to 
purchase its wate'r works plant anc 
in the following spring, 1912, the citj 
.of Janesville had the same vote. In 
both cases the question 
was «some 
what informally submitted 
and di< 
not follow the exact wording of the 
law. 
The question submitted to th 
electors of our. city was 
"Shall th1 


city of Janesville purchase the Janes 
vil!e Water Company?" This alleged 
defect in the submission of the queS 
tion, gees to the ^.proposition as t 
whether .or not 
the .matter 
was so 
submitted as to. be ;fairly understood 
by 'the voters. Tfie'-cpptention of the 
water company -has- been that there 
•\yas an opportunity for -the v.aters to 
he misled, as to. just,\vhat they were 
purchasing, and further that there 
was no warrant in law for purchas 
ing the company, but only the plant 
Personally I never-had 
any 
doub. 
but that the- submission was sufli 
tion was sufficient under the law an/? 
entertained no doubts upon that ques 
tion now. 
. 


Attitude of Court. 


"During the. course of 
the argu 
ment last Friday the court very clear 
ly indicated that an informal-submis 
sion of the question would 
be 
sus 
tatined, provided it was so submitted 
as to get a fair expression from, the 
electors. 
That there 
could be 
ahj 
confusion in the minds of the voters' 
by reason of the form, of this ques 
tion seems altogether impassible. At 
said before I have absolutely no doubt 
but what the submission was 
suffi- 
cient under 
the 
Jaw, although 
it 
would have been much better if a 
more accurate statement 
had 
been 
made. 
"There is, however, .one very sei- 
ions question in the case, which has 
to do with the sufficiency of the law 
At the time when the question of the 
purchase of the company was sub 
raitted, no provision was made foi 
the payment of the price that mighi 
subsequently- b:e fixed "by the rail 
road commission. The council of thr 
•city were absolutely without power t,: 
pay for the plant. The public util 
ity law provides that when the rail 
road commission files its judgment o( 
valuation the "exclusive use" .of the 
plant falls to the city, but nothing 
was said about th<B time or methoi' 
of payment. 
For instance there it 
the.argument advanced, by the public 
utilities—fSupposlng that the tailroafl 
commission should make its findings 
that the' water works plant in ques 
tion was worth three hundred thou 
sand dollars, and further 
supposing 
that when the • question of 
raisin? 
this three hundred thousand dollars 
is submitted to the voters they refuse- 
to pay for it. or to vote the fund from 
which it might be paid, -how can the 
city complete 
the 
purchase? Cer 
tainly the 
council couldn't spread 
such a sum upon one year's'tax roll 
Such a course is too-absurd to clis 
cuss. 


Bond Issue Required. 
"It is generally conceded that the 
only possible way in which a city <r 
this size could raise three hundroc 
thousand dollars is by the issue and 
sale of its bonds and 
the 
electors 
have the right, to- have this questiqr 
submitted to them. If the 
common 
council was sp- foolish as not to vol 
untarily submit it 1o them in the firs, 
instance, they could demand its sub 
mission by filing a petition signed by 
some two hundred voters. Now then 
the further contention of the public 
utility is that we cannot take its prop 
erty for a"public use 
until the elect- 
ors have irrevocably committed them 
selves to a sufficient 
mode of 
pay- 
ment. 
The power 
.of the 
common 
council to spend money has been ll:u 
ited by the constitution of the .state 
This limitation is 
based 
upon 
the 
proposition that it is not wise to a! 
low city officials unlimited power to 
spend money, with unlimited power 
of taxation. 
The 
constitution pro 
yides that before a city shall become 
indebted in a way to anticipate its: 
current revenues, it shall 
on or be- 
fore that time provide for the collec- 
tion of a direct annual tax sufficient 
to pay the interest on such debt as it 
falls due, ami, also 
to pay 
and dis 
charge the principal thereof within 
twenty years from trie time -of con- 
tracting the debt. ' The 
utilities take 
the position .that we 
must 
comply 
with this provision of the constitu 
tion before we take on a debt of this 
kind and that, we must comply with 
it in such a way as to create a safe 
fund out of which they may secure 
their pajr. 


Matter of Compensation. 


Now while the case presents some 
intricate and most interesting -ques- 
tions, I think the 
force of 
one of 
one of these questions can be easily 
seen, viz: the matter of compensation. 
The law, in -order to be good, must 
provide for the payment for this prop- 
erty, and if the only only provides for 
;he takingof the property and leaves 
;he payment optional with the elsc- 
;orate. then it is manifestly bad. I 
am not certain that those in charge 
of the matter when it was submit- 
ted could have sufficiently anticipat- 
ed this 
difficulty. 
They might, of 
course, have submitted the question 
n the words of the statute, but we 
would still have before us the most 
serious difficulty. 
The city of 
Osh- 


\os.h sought to escape this proposi- 
:ion 
by coupling up the question of 
:he purchase, with the issue of three 
lundred thousand dollars in municip- 
al bonds, and further authorizing the 
.ssiie of mortgage certificates to cov- 
er the valuation found to be in excess 
of that amount. It is probable that. 
hose in charge of the 
matter 
at 
Oshkosh concluded that this form of 
submission was a sufficient creation 
of the fund for compensation. 
Trie 
mortgage certificates are not a inu- 
licipal liability at law, but are sim- 
ily secured by a lien upon the plant. 
"The railroad

"I maintained at the 
outset that 


the decision in the Racine case was 
controlling in our

case with us. The opinion, when it is 
handed down, will clear the -way and 
the matter will be vigorously pushed. 
The charge that this case has been 
delayed for improper reasons is rank 
nonsense and pure political bunk and 
cannot be sustained after even a cas- 
ual examination of the situation.

Oucki Will Start 
Southward Trip 


Within Few Weeks—Few Teal, 


and Wood Ducks Here. 


Janesviiie sportsmen, who caught in 
frequenting the 
swamps and 
rice 
bound shores of the lakes and ponds, 
in this vicinity "in search of the wily 
ducks, will have plenty of chances of 
burning gunpowder within the next 
few weeks. Up to the present date 
no large flocks of geese, brant or 
ducks have 
marked 
the southward 
flight, but a few good bags have been 
made, at Lake Koshkonong, consider- 
ed the best duck grounds in this sec- 
tion of the country. 
The warm weather during the last 
few weeks has postponed the wild 
fowls' 
flight 
from 
their 
northern 
breeding grounds but as soon as the 
cold weather makes its appearance, 
the" lakes will abound with them. On 
Sunday, a flock' of sixty or seventy 
geese were seen flying north, showing 
that the birds are not anxious to turn 
southward. 
American Coots, or mud- 
hens, and the worthless hell divers, 
have swarmed 
the 
lake and rice 
swamps for the past three weeks and 
the hunters found plenty of chance of 
bagging the limit, of hens. When the 
ducks do start they will find warm 
waters and plenty of food awaiting 
tliem in southern .Wisconsin and also 
the; hunter's destructive weapons. 
Beports from the north 
indicate 
that ducks should be very plentiful, 
oWing to the strict federal and state 
laws, and 
the advantageous condi- 
tions for propagation in the far north- 
land. Wood ducks are more 
than 
holding their 
own over 
previous 
years, anu hunters at the lake have 
been able to find a few of these beaut- 
iful, birds. Teal have made their ap- 
pearance in limited 
quantities 
ac- 
companied with a small number of 
Spoon Bills. Mallards, Canvass Backs, 
and Redheads, the hunter's favorite, 
will, start their migration soon, and 
the-local hunters are looking for great 
sport. Because of the ceaseless hunt- 
ing, the birds are gradually changing 
their course of flight each year, either 
taking the great lakes down or shift- 
ing-to the west, where there are not 
so many hunters waiting for them. 
Since the 
opening 
of the rabbit 
seas.on .a. few. niinrods have gone in 
search: of the bunnies, but most of 
the hunters prefer to wait until cold 
weather sets in, the.rabbits then be- 
ing in. better 
condition for eating 
Farmers declare that rabbits, are on 
the increase over the last two years 
and with the strict ferret law and the 
protection that the land owners give 
them, better hunting should result.

St. Paul Engineer Claims 
Body of

Wash the grapes 
and seed them by cutting an icision 
with scissors, and remove the seeds 
with a bodkin or darning needle. Fill 
cans with the grapes and pour boil- j 
ing hot pineapple sirup over 
them. | 


.The next morning drain and boil down 
the sirup until thick. Pour again over 
the fruit and let stand 
again over 


night. 
In the morning drain again, 


boil up the sirup, add the grapes, and 
when boiling hot seal. This is deli- 
cious used in fruit salads, gelatines, 
desserts and punches. 


Red Pepper Jelly.—Crush and mash 


ripe red peppers and place them in a 
double boiler set in cold water. 
Put 


over the heat, and as the water be- 
comes hot, the juice will gradually be 
extracted. Let it cook until no more 
juice can be squeezed out. Measure 
the juice and add equal measures o£ 
sugar. Mix and boil until it threads. 
Turn into glasses and cover with para- 
fine. This jelly may be used as one 
does fresh • peppers in salads and 
made dishes. 


Cranberry 
Catsup. — Press 
four 


quarts o£ stewed cranberries through 
a sieve; add to three quarts three 
pounds of sugar, a, pint of vinegar and 
a tablespoonful each of 
cinnamon, 


nutmeg, cloves and pepper. Boil twen-i 
ty minutes and seal. 


Spiced Beets.—-To seven pounds of; 


sliced boiled beets take four pounds 
of brown sugar, a pint of vinegar,, 
twelve cloves, a large stick of cinna-i 
mon. 
Make the sirup and add the 


beets. Cook ten minutes, then fill the. 
cans and pour over the sirup.
